WINTER TRAVEL TAKES A CHANGE 
OF DIRECTION.

Southern Roads Complaining of a 
of Business While Western 
Lines are Crowded—The Climate 
of Gulf States not What it is 
"Cracked to Be. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 15.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Southern roads are compidin- 
ing of the lack of winter tourist busi- 
ness, and western lines are declaring 
they have all they can handle to Cali- 
fornia.° These facts indicate a very de- 
cided change of ideas among those peo- 
ple who usually leave Chicago and 
northern cities during extreme winter 


weather. 


' Heretofore travel has been chiefly to- 
ward the South, particularly to Florida 
and points on the gulf. The last few 


winters, however havegiven Florida and 


the South some rather severe weather, 
while climatic conditions in Southern 
California remained about the same. 
This is assigned by interested railroad 
men as the chief cause of the change 


in the direction of travel. 


INSANE JEALOUSY. 


A Detroit Man Cuts the Throats of 
Himself and Wife. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

DETROIT (Mich.,) Dec. 15.—Ernest 
L. Chase cut the throat of his wife and 
then with the same weapon cut his own 
throat from ear to ear and fell dead 
beside her. The tragedy took place in 
the rcoms occupied by the couple, and 
when discovered the two bodies lay in 
a pool of blood on the floor. 

The tragedy was the climax of a life 
of unhappiness. Chase was 38 years 
old, and his wife six years younger. He 
was of a very jealous disposition, fre- 
quently accusing his wife of undue 
familiarity with other men, an accusa- 
tion which his friends say was without 
foundation. For a day or two he has 
been very morose in his manner, again 
repeating the usual statements about 
his wife and aecusing her of unfaith- 
fulness. It is believed he finally be- 
came insane through brooding over the 
matter, and that the tragedy was the 
result of his insane jealousy.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 4&.—The Na- 
tional Irrigation Congress Nas brought 
to Phoenix about a thousand visitors, 
nearly all men interested in water stor- 
age and distribution, and representing 
twenty-seven States. The first day’s 
session was effective, and plans are now 
maturing for organization of the con- 
gress'on new lines better suited to the 
work of legislation and advancement

THE PROCEEDINGS. 
PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 15.—The ses- 
sion of the National Irrigation Con- 
gress filled Phoenix Operahouse this 
morning. The interior was’ elaborately 
decorated with palms and greenery. 
The band of the Indian School made 
excellent music, and the arrangements 


of the local committee were generally ; 


commended. Chairman E. R. Moses of 
the National Executive Committee 
called the session to order. John E. 
Frost of Kansas, president of the con- 
gress at Albuquerque, was chosen tem- 
porary chairman and James H..Mc- 
Clintock of Arizona temporary secre- 
tary. 

Chairman Moses presented the re- 
port of the National Executive Com- 
mittee indicating measures that would 
be presented to the congress looking to 
a@ permanent organization with paid 
membership in order that the work of 
the body be.carried out effectively at 


‘Washington.and before the country at 
large. 


kK. R. Moses, chairman of the Execu- 7 


tive Committee, submitted the annual 
report of the committee. . The report 
says: 

“The work laid out by the Executive 
Committe for 1896 had not been fully 
accomplished, nor was it as saticfac- 
tory to the members as it would have 
been had they not been handicapped in 
many ways in its advancement. 
Nearly every Senator and Representa- 
tive in Congress had been written and 
explicitly told what was desired and 
their . codperation was _ asked. A 
very ‘strong sentiment in favor of ir- 
rigation had been found. The press had 
given valuable assistance to the cause, 
and the railroads have shown no lack 
of interest in the work many of the 
officials of the railroads having given 
personal attention to the work in sev- 
eral ways that had been productive of 
great work. 

“Surprising as it may seem to you 
of the West, the East and the South 
are waking up to the necessity of irri- 
gation even in their own sections, and 
in many places experimenting in irri- 
gation for the purpose of making surer 
and larger crops which they know will 
always increase the value of their 
lands. From this source we have been 
encouraged. Not the least interested in 
this work are the water and land com- 
panies, emigrant and provident asso- 
ciations. The latter, working in con- 
junction with the former, will one day 
solve the great national question 
‘what shall we do with unemployed?’ 
Which is answered by the utilization of 
the vast wastes of arid lands by the 
colonization of these people. 

“Congress should do something 
besides making speeches. It should 
legislate, pass a_bill or bills embodying 
the issues it has for years been pre- 
senting to the peonje. The country in 
general is demanding something fea- 
sible, practical and tangible. A bill or 
bills -creating a National Irrigation 
Commission and a National Forestry 
Commission should be passed. The 
duty of the Irrigation Committee 
should be to look after irrigation in 
its every shape and form, in every 
State and Territory, to take charge of 
all irrigation works and property, and 
report directly to Congress ortothe In- 
terior or Agricultural Department the 
progress of irrigation, and make such 
suggestions as would be for its further 
advancement until every irrigable arid 
acre is subdued, and the unemployed 
and homeless find peace and plenty 
upon them. 

“The necessity for a Forestry Com- 
mission is as important to this country 
as the forest, for without the former 
we would soon have none of the latter. 
Sooner or later we would not feel] the 
loss in dollars and cents so much as we 
would the use of conserving the waters 
from irrigation. 

“The committee recommends action 
upon the following subjects in the form

Mayor J. D. Monihan welcomed the 
visitors on behalf of the municipality;

Commlitees were appointed 
on Credentials and Permanent Organi- 
zation. The order of business was 
given over to the care of the National 
Executive Commiittee, and at 12:30 
o'clock the convention adjourned to 
2:30 o'clock.

THE WRIGHT ACT. , 

The California delegation this after- 
noon finally agreed upon the wording of 
the resolution concerning the Wright 
Act of California. Following is its text 
as submitted to the Committee on Reso- 
lutions: : 

‘“‘Whereas, the  constitutionality of 
the irrigation district law of California 
known as the Wright Act has been 
finally established by the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court, and 
‘the power of the States to construct 
public systems of irrigation, either by 
general taxation or the creation of local 
improvement districts, and to make the 
use of water for irrigation a public use, 
has thus been established beyond ques- 
tion for all time; and, whereas, all who 
are interested in the development by 
irrigation of the arid lands of this 
country recognize the importance and 
affirm the underlying principle of the 


which will enable owners of land to 
own and control the water required for 
its irrigation so that the land and the 
water should go inseparably together 
forever; and, whereas, where the pro- 


lowed and equitably and honestly ad- 
ministered, it has accomplished the re- 
sult hoped from it, and the districts so 
organized and operated have given to 
the land-owner a benefit commensurate 
to the burdens imvosed and to the in- 
vestors an assured security: but, 
whereas, in the rractical operation of 
the law irregularities egtailing compli- 
cations and hardships *have arisen 
which have impaired the beneficial re- 
sults which the law proposed to accom- 
plish; and, whereas, we helieve tha- 
these irregularities and complications 
and the hardships which have arisen 
under them may be avoided in the fu- 
ture by the creation of a State board 
of control to supervise the organization 
and operations of irrigation districts, 
and by the wise and conservative policy 
amend the statute by embodying in its 
provisions ¢hecks and safeguards 
which shall cive the fullest protection 
to both land-owner bondholder: 
and, whereas, it is impossible that the

Mr. MorgaaDenounces Spain's 
“Cuban Policy. 


Favors Recognition of Insurgents 
as Belligerents. 


Resolution Adopted Calling for Pa- 
pers Relative to the Cempetitor 
Cases—The Allabach Pension—Mr. 
Allen’s Resolution, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Senator 
Morgan of Alabama held the attention 
of the Senate and well-filled galleries 
for an hour today by his earnest advo- 
cacy of a strong and decisive policy in 
dealing with the Cuban question. The 
prominence of Mr. Morgan in the Cuban 


debate of last session, when he had 


charge of Cuban resolutions reported 
from the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, gave special interest to his speech 
today. He spoke in dispassionate style, 
although his words had a directness and 
severity in picturing the horrors exist- 
ing in Cuba, such as is seldom heard in 
the Senate. 

Mr. Morgan spoke freely of the possi- 
bilities of war, welcoming it if neces- 
Sary to guarantee the protection of 
American citizens. He asserted that 
Spain’s bankruptcy would prevent the 
collection of any indemnity for wrongs. 
The Senator questioned the wisdom of 
the President’s position that tne grant- 
ing of belligerent rights would be ‘“un- 
timely.””. Mr. Morgan’s views on the 
line of action which should be adopted 
was summed up in the following : 

“Although I. believe that belligerent 
rights should be accorded to the 
Cubans, inasmuch as the President pre- 
fers a more coercive policy ana warns 
Spain that the time is now near at 
hand for decisive action, I will support 
him in any movement that will save our 
peeple-on that island from further out- 
rages. I will not obstruct his course 
with. questions of propriety, put will 
follow the colors when plantea by the 
President on the advanced ground that 
the concession of belligerent rignts has 
become untimely, and that every duty 
demands active intervention. 

“If that crumbles away, I will again 
fall back'to the position that a just care 


r our own le requires us to terf 
¢ an armed neutrality, reaay to as- res 


ail either belligerent that inftitts 
wrongs on our people. If the President 
should say, ‘the time has arriyed; the 


hour has: struck,’-would any American 


be .so. base as to hold up his hands 
while the battle is raging?’ 

At the close of Mr. Morgan’s speech 
his resolution was adopted, requesting 
the Secretary of State for papers and 
information relative to the Competitor 
case and the cases of uther Americans 
held in Cuba by the Spanish authorities. 

The question of passing the bill 
granting Nancy Allabach a pension, the 
veto of the President notwithstanding, 
occasioned considerable debate, put was 
finally passed over the veto; yeas, 41; 
nays, 11. 

Early in the day Mr. Allen introfuced 
a resolution for the appointment of a 
committee of nine Senators to investi- 
gate the extent to which money was 
used in the recent Presidential election. 

The House today passed the bill to 
transfer the rights of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad Company under the 
original charter to the mortgagees upon 
their purchase of the property. The 
bill, as drawn, affected about forty 
million acres of land granted the coin- 
pany. An amendment was adopted 
providing that, as a eondition prece- 
dent to reorganization, all claims to 
land granted by the government, adja- 
cent to the part of the road uncom- 
pleted July 6, 1896, be forfeited. The 
effect is to forfeit all unearned land. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


(SECOND SESSION.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—SENATE. 
—Rev. T. Dewitt Talmadge delivered a 
prayer in the Senate today. Senator 
Frye occupied the chair. Senator, Hale 
of Maine reported the Pension Appro- 
priation Bill without amendments, and 
gave notice he would call it up tomor- 
row. The House concurrent resolution 
for a holiday adjournment from Decem- 
ber 22 to January 5, was agreed to. 

Mr. Morgan of Alabama presented 
the credentials of Edmund Winston 
Pettus as Senator from Alabama for a 
term beginning March 4 next. 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska offered a reso- 
lution for a committee of nine Sena- 
tors “‘on the use of money in the elec- 
tions.””’ The resolution directs the com- 
mittee to thoroughly investigate the 
extent to which money was used in 
connection with the recent Presidential 
election, either promoting nominations 
or influencing the choice of Presidential] 
electors, and inquire whether any such 
expenditures were excessive, illegiti- 
mate, corrupt. or unlawful; especially 
to inquire and ascertain to what extent 
for such purposes, the owners of silver 
mines, gold mines, bankers, manufac- 
turers, railroads or other corporations 
and millionaires of aH classes made 
contributions, and if any contributions 
were made by any person or corpora- 
tions residing abroad.” The resolution 
empowered the proposed committee to 
send for persons and papers, and di- 
rects it to report by the first Monday 
in December, 1897. 

Mr. Allen sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read several newspaper 
clippings containing charges of irregu- 
larity in connection’ with the recent 
election. The resolution was referred 
to the Committee on Contingent Ex- 
penses, Mr. Allen remarking that he 
earnestly desired a speedy report. 

The bill validating some New Mexi- 
can bonds passed, and now goes to the 
President. 

Mr. Morgan of Alabama took the 
floor and made a pro-Cuba speech. He 
said: 

4 ll confine my remarks to com- 
me upon the facts stated in the re- 
cent annual message of the President 
and the Secretary of State. I am not 
able to discover that the President has 
made any specific recommendations or 
indication as to any action he deems 
it proper or expedient for Congress to 
take with reference to Spain or Cuba: 
nor that he had-indicated any course, 
except a, still, patient waiting for that |

Congress, thus left to its ow 
tive, must assume the respons 
on @ matter of the most serious gravity. 

“Gongress must give to the state- 
ments of the President unhesitating 
atceptance as to matters that were 
committed by the Constitution to his 
especial charge. When he undertakes 
to state the facts. that affect our re- 
lations with other powers, we must ac- 
cept those facts, unless the disproof of 
them is overpowering. 

“This message is therefore of the 
most importance, as a statement of the 
leading facts and conclusions that bear 
upon our duties in respect to the con- 
flict of arms which has raged for over 
two years in the island of Cuba, and 
it has the support of nearly all Amer- 
ican belief. I have not heard that 
Spain controverts any statement of 
the President in his-message. The evi- 
dence that comes from private sources 
relative to the condition of Cuba and 
the horrors of persecution, rapine and 
extermination visited upon the people 
of Cuba admits of no doubt as to its 
credibility. Yet it presents pictures so 
{incredibly inhuman and so disgrace- 
ful to the civilization of this age that 
it stunts the mind in the belief that 
such things can be true.”’ 

As Mr. Morgan spoke, the galleries 
filled and his words were followed with 
close attention by the Senators and 
the large number of spectators. 

Mr. Morgan went on to speak of the 
trying situation which required prompt 
action to save thousands of innocent 
people from such deliberate butchery. 
The wholesale massacres of Spain were 
no surprise to the Senator, who had an- 
ticipated Ft. 

“If war with the United States is 
necessary to reconcile the Spanish peo- 
ple to the loss of Cuba by foreign con- 
quest,’’ said Mr. Morgan, ‘‘we shall be 
compelled to meet that emergency. If 
the destruction of Cuba is enough to 
satisfy the popular sentiment of re- 
venge, we can avoid a war with Spain 
by remaining inactive, while our own 
people are being ruined or slaughtered_ 
along with the Cubans. If we mean to”* 
take any action toward stopping this 
war of annihilation and extermination, 
we have no time to lose.” : 

Mr. Morgan spoke of the resolution of 
Congress at the last session which, he 
said, gave to the President the choice 
of concurring with the policy of Con- 
gress or delaying. The President chose 
delay. 

“The war has continued,” said Mr. 
Morgan, “until it has reached the final 
and desperate stage of a war of devas- 
tation and extermination, with the peo- 
ple of Cuba as a prey to those who 
have set aside the usual honorable 
usages of warfare and .have become 
robbers, cutthroats, assassins, ravish- 
ers and pirates.’’ 

All of these crimes, Mr. Morgan con- 
tinued, would be found to be authen- 
tically stated to our government when 
the seals of secrecy are broken and 
they are brought to the knowledge of 
the world for the vindication of our 
course, if we are forced to war to put 
an end to this saturnalia of blood and 
fire. 

Congress had reason to regret the in- 
action of the President. A firm: decla- 
ration that the conflict in Cuba had 
reached the stage of open, public war, 
would have admonished Spain that the 
United States, at least, would hold her 
accountable for the observance of the 
rules of civilized warfare... . 

The Senator spoke bit 
e 
ts to prevent. 
ending the “horrid and brutal purpose 
of infuriated then.” He spoke of the 
necessity for protecting our citizens 
abroad. Referring to rkey, he ex- 
pressed the hope that the policy of this 
government would not be relaxed, and 
that we would not much longer hear of 
these Turkish offenses. : 

The Senator asserted that our people 
in Cuba have rights under the laws of 
nations which the courts of all nations 
will enforce in spite of opposition, even 
if the President of the United States 
should oppose them. He would give 
these laws full force and effect. Our 
people were not content, said Mr. Mor- 
gan, to suffer these wrongs within ear- 
shot of our frontier and to pile up 
claims of the petitions and proofs to 
be brought before Spain in the “end- 
less palaver of diplomatic correspond- 
ence.”’ 

“While we know that .wrongs have 
been done: to our. people dnd other 
wrongs are threatened, our government 
is in the most humiliating state of in- 
nocuous desuetude, if it interposes no 
helping hand to the sufferers and re- 
fuses to forbid the further .devastation 
and death that a cruel government is 
now inflicting upon them.”’ 

The Senator said that he foresaw 
that the time was near at hand when 
the final stand of the United -Staies 
must be taken. It was foreshadowed 
by the message, and the moment might 
come at any time that the President 
would take a definite and final stand. 

When this came, the Senator would 
follow the colors of the President, and 
if it meant war, would any American 
hesitate to respond? There was no al- 
ternative between further humiliating 
delay or of intervention. In conclusion 
Mr. Morgan said: 

“In this condition of impotency, to 
establish permanent peace in Cuba and 
permit security for our own people, 
while the Spanish monarchy is domi- 
nant in that island, we have no alier- 
native left us but the single choice 
between the continuous repetition of 
the evils portrayed in the message of 
the President or a base, humiliating 
and cruel deiay on our part, while ra- 
pine and destruction are rampant in 
Cuba, in the hope that some fortunate 
events may relieve us from a duty that 
we owe to humanity, to Christian civil- 
ization, to the spi@: and traditions of 
our country and our people, and to the 
lives and liberties of our people- in 
Cuba, who are now held by the cruel 
power of Spain. I go not upon any 
authority for what I have said beyond 
the President's message and the report 
of the Secretary of State. That is 
enough. The facts are incontrovertible 
and our duty is plain. If we fail to 
act upon them, we take the responsi- 
bility of a delay to perform a plain 
duty at the expense of our people, 
whose lives are in constant peril.’’ 

At the close of Mr. Morgan’s speech, 
he asked for the adoption of the reso- 
lution presented yesterday requesting 
the Secretary of State for the papers 
in the Competitor case, and in other 
cases involving the arrest of American 
citizens by Spanish authorities. The 
resolution was agreed to without diri- 
sion. 

After Senator Morgan’s speech the 
Senate took up the bill pensioning 
Nancy Allabach, which had been ve- 
toed by the President. Mr. Palmer 
(Dem.) of Illinois in charge of the bill 
answered a suggestion of Mr. Cockerell 
that there was 2 move to override the 
President, that the duty of a Senator 
was to act according to his informa- 
tion, despite the position of the Presi- 
dent. While he had the utmost re- 
spect for the President, he was not 
willing that a precedent should be es- 
tablished in which the President should 
prescribe the rate at which pensions 
should be established.

well. The Newark and Raleigh left 
here hurriedly yesterday under. orders 
to intercept the Three Friends, but 
their-mission has apparently been un- 
successful, for the filibuster was 
sighted off this city at noon today, 
going southwest ata high rate of 
speed. 

“The City of Key West arrived to- 
night, about 7 o'clock, from Miami. The 
captain said he saw the Raleigh this 
morning at 7 o'clock to the northward 
of Fowey Rocks light, heading north, 
going at a good speed. About noon, 
when off Alligator light, Capt. Bravo 
saw a vessel about ten miles in the 
Gulf, which he took for the Newark, 
bound south. She was apparently 
being driven under full steam. From 
Capt. Bravo's statement it is evident 
the Three Friends has eluded the 
crulfsers. 

It is supposed the filibuster will land 
her cargo on the coast of Pinar del Rie 
tonight.

CHUM SING YEARNED TO CLEAN 
OUT LUNDY’S CHINESE. . 


' Began an Indiscriminate Slaughter 
of His Fellow-countrymen and 
Mangied Four of Them. 


ALMOST KILLED A WHITE MAN. 


WILL HANG BEFORE HE CAN 
ANSWER FOR THIS CRIME. 


San Joaquin Fair—Insurance Busi- 
mess at San Francisco — Naval 
Training School—Pat Kelly’s 
Attempt to Leave Jail.

-. BRIDGEPORT, Dec. 15.—Chum Sing, 
a Chinese who ran amuck in the town 
of Lundy last October and killed three 
‘other Chinese, was today found guilty 
of murder in the first degree, and will 
be sentenced to be hanged. 

Chum-Sing quarreled with other Chi- 
nese who did not belong to his society, 
and, arming himself with an ax, com- 
menced an indiscriminate slaughter of 
the Chinese population of Lunay. 

First he attacked Ah Fook, who lived 
in the same house with him, and left 
him for dead. Then he nearly beheaded 
Ah Fook’s wife, as she was trying to 
escape. The man recovered, but the 
woman died. Then he chopped another 
woman to pieces, and finished up with 
othe murder of Charley Tai. 

Chum Sing was arrested, and while in 
jail nearly killed John Earl, a white 
prisoner. For this offense he was _ in- 
dicted and pleadeg guilty. His attor- 
ney endeavored to have the murder 
case postponed until he had served his 
term: for assaulting Earl, but the judge 
decided not to sentence him until after 
he had been tried for murder. 


PAT KELLY’S DIGGINGS.

Before this bill was brought up, a 
bill to organize the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Railroad Company was called up, 
and passed with some amendments 
after an hour’s debate. The bill as 
passed, gives to the purchasers under 
foreclosure sale all the rights of the 
old company under its government 
charter, but it provides that it shall 
assume all the debts and obligations 
of the old company and that the 
lands unearned July 6, 1886, along the 
then uncompleted portions of the road 
shall, as a condition precedent ta re- 
organization, be relinquished in writ- 
ing by the purchasers. 

Mr. McRae (Dem.) of Arkansas at- 
tacked the hill on the ground that it 
did not sufficiently protect the inter- 
ests of the government, the settlers 
and the creditors of the company. He 
proposed a substitute for. it, which was 
defeated by 163 to 70. 

Mr. McRae then declared that the 
history of the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railway showed it had _ violated 
its pledges and _ obligations, and 
that therefore all obligations the new 
‘corporation was to assume should be 
nominated in the bond.

A Convention at Cincinnati to Con- 
sider Proposed Tariff Legislation. 
CINCINNATI, Dec. 15.—Pursuant to 

a call issued by J. E. Febaugh, pub- 
lisher of the Timberman, and J. PD. Jud- 
son, publisher of the Lumberman, 159 
delegates, representing twenty-seven 
States, assembled this morning. Jud- 
son and Febaugh made elaborate ud- 
dresses explaining the purpose of the 
convention and the present condition 
of the lumber business. They appealed 
to the delegates of Southern States, 
which were largely represented. 

Most of the southern delegates have 
been free-traders, but in responding to 
the addresses of Judson and Febaugh, 
these delegates insisted that if there 
is_to be a protective tariff, lumber 
should not be discriminated against, 
and said they would do all they could 
to secure a tariff on lumber. . 

Temporay organization was perfected 
with J. A. Freeman chairman, J. E. 
Febaugh and J. B. Judson secreta- 
ries. Freeman made a vigorous speech 
against the tariff of 1894 as discrimi- 
nating against lumber, and urged the 
convention to take action to secure just 
treatment of lumber interests in he 
tariff bill to be enacted at the coming 
Congress.

The resolution, after reciting Maceo’s 
assassination and Spanish cruelties in

bond sales he deposited in the State 
treasury until disbursed by the dis- 
trict.” 


Ropes Grow tin the Ocean. 


(Chicago Inter Ocean:) The largest 
marine plant, and probably one of the 
highest plants known on this globe, is 
a gigantic seaweed, the nereocystis, 
the stem of which has been found to 
grow as much as 300 feet long. It was 
first discovered not far from the Alas- 
kan coast, but has since been found 
floating in various parts of the Pacific 
Ocean along the American and Asiatic 
shores. This seaweed grows in a very 
curious manner. Large quantities of 
it are found at a little distance from 


‘shore, and at depths not exceeding 300 
feet 


On loamy bottom large thickets 
of this plant take root, and a stem of 
the thickness of ordinary cord grows 
upward. At its top there is a pear- 
shaped balloon, which grows with the 
stem, ahd when it reaches the surfaces 
of the water it often measures six feet 
and more in length, with a diameter of 
four feet six inches. This balloon has, 
of course, an upward tendency, and 
keeps the stem growing until it floats 
on the surface of the water. From the 
top of this balloon a large tuft of 
strong, thick, spade-like leaves grows 
out, which originally are not more than 
two feet long, and which grow and 
split until from the balloon a roselike 
growth of from fifty to sixty-five feet 
in diameter covers the water. This gi- 
grows in such quantities 
that near the shore large meadowlike 
islands are formed, which impede navi- 
gation. The natives of the Aleutian 
Islands make manifold usage of this 
plant. From.the strong dried stems 
they make ropes 250 feet and more long, 
while balloons of this weed furnish 
them with large vessels after they are 
dried, the smaller ones being used in 
their boats to bail out water. The long 
leaves, after being dried, are cut into 
narrow strips and used for wickerwork, 
the making of baskets and similar fur- 
niture.

ALL THE MEMBERS ARE NOW IN 
THE CITY. 
Meeting to Arrange Details of the 


Work Will Be Held Today—Will 
Be a Private Session, 


MEN OF NATIONAL REPUTATION 


THEIR HONORABLE RECORDS AND 
HIGH PROFESSIONAL STANDING, 


Important Engineering Works in 
Which They Have Been Engaged. 


Decide Between San 
Pedro and Santa Monica. 


All of the members of the harbor 
board have reached the city and the 
consideration of the rival claims of 
Santa Monica and San Pedro will be- 
gin at once. A preliminary meeting 
was held in Washington one month 
ago. Today the members of the board 
will meet for the purpose of arranging 
systematic plan of work. 

The task of investigating the respec- 
‘tive merits of the two .proposed loca- 
tions for the deep-water harbor au- 
thorized by Congress will @ecessarily 
be exceedingly laborious; and. will 
doubtless occupy many weeks. The 
most thorough examination will 
doubtless be made. It is the duty of 
the board not only to determine 
whether the harbor shall be located at 
Santa Monica or at San Pedro, but also 
to prepare plans, specifications and es- 
timates. for such improvement. The 
sum of $50,000 has been appropriated to 
defray the expenses of the board and 
the compensation of the civil engineers, 
and upon the report of the board the 
Secretary of War is authorized to let 
contracts for the work, at a cost not 
to exceed $2,900,000 The decision of a

F THE BOARD. 


Rear-Admiral John G. Walker is the 
chairman of the board and was ap- 


.| pointed by the Secretary of War. Ad- 
‘| miral Walker entered the Naval Aca- 


demy in 1850, graduating six. years 
later. In 1858 he was promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant. His record during 
the civil war was a most honorable one 
and forms a prominent part.of the his- 
His services 
won rapid promotion and distinguished 
commendation. He participated in 
the attacks upon Vicksburg and in 
the operations upon the Yazoo River. 
He commanded the steamer Saco on 
the North Atlantic blockade in 1864 
and the Shawmut in 1865, taking part 
in the capture of the forts near Wil- 
mington. In 1866 he was promoted to 
the grade of commander. He has been 
twice appointed to the position of 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation and 
Office of Detail. In 1887 he” became 
commodore and now holds, as read- 
admiral, the highest position in the 
American navy. 

At various times Admiral Walker has 
commanded every squadron of the 
navy. Ht is said that his period of 
service will expire in March, 1897, and 
that he will then be placed on the re- 
tired list. In addition to his wide ex- 
nerience as a naval officer, Admiral 
Walker has that thorough knowledge 
of engineering essential to the equip-

It is probable-that the work of the 
harbor board will occupy many weeks.

THE BALL BEFORE WATERLOO. 


A Lady Still Living Who Was 
There. 

(St. Louis Globe-Democrat:) One of 
the most remarkable -women of Queen 
Victoria's long reign is Lady. Louisa 
Tighe. Born in London in 1803, she 
went, later on, with her mother and 
father, the fourth Duke of Richmond, 
to Brussels, where they remained all 
through the stirring times that pre- 


1 ceded and followed the battle of Water- 


loo. She has a most vivid recollection 
of all those wondrous scenes, and re- 
lates with considerable energy the 
consternation that reigned when the 
bugle sounded, calling the men to arms, 
during the ball at her father and 
mother’s house in Brussels on the eve 
of Waterloo, at which all the flower of 
the army and also the reigning beau- 
ties were present. At the ball that 
evening she, a girl of 12, was present as 
a looker-on, and describes most graphi- 
cally the spectacle of her elder sister 
(who died a few years ago) dancing 
with the Duke of Wellington. 

The hasty leave-taking, the tears of 


women mingling with the encour- 


aging words of the officers as_ they 
buckled on their swords to meet_the 
almost invincible Napoleon, who had 
lately escaped from Elba, are all dis- 
tinctly remembered by her. 

Byron describes the scene vividly in 
that portion of “Childe Harold” begin- 
ging, ‘“‘There was a sound of revelry by 
night.” 

Lady Louisa says: ‘‘Napoleon’s re- 
mark, ‘Tout-est perdu! Sauve qui 
peut’ is today well known, ana reflects 
honor on this brave man, whose faults 
lie buried with him, and we remember 
only that he dazzled the civilized world 
with his military genius.” 

Lady Louisa recollects the thanks- 
giving service held in the fine old Cath- 
edral of St. Gudule at the termination 
of the war, when the allied armies were 
in Brussels, which she thus describes: 

“The Prince of Orange, with his arm 
in a sling. marched in with his staff 
and the Belgian soldiers, to return 
thanks. The whole service was very 
impressive, and the music most beauti- 
ful. You can imagine how the whole 
scene appealed to a young girl like my- 
self—the steady tramp of the warriors, 
the look of the soiled uniforms bearing 
the traces and stains of the hattle. the 
sight of the faces, in many cases grown 
aged and careworn—all this seen in the 
subdued light of the glorious old church 
with the shadows from the stained- 
glass windows thrown upon the sur- 
roundings, and the tombs of the privi- 
» leged ones and the images of the saints 

left a picture on my memory that years 
have not effaced.” 

Lady Louisa was married in 1825 to 
Colonel, the Hon. William Fownes- 
Tighe, who died in 1878: Her home is 
in Ireland, at Woodstock, Inistioge, 
Kilkenny. Although she is 93, she 
writes a firm, beautiful hand: she takes 
a keen interest in the topics of the day, 
and is the best type of a gentlewoman 
of the old school. ) 


Bogus Indian Relies. 


(Seribner’s for November:) Today the 
gentle tourist is being swindled with 
bogus stuff—made by diluted Indians 
from white men’s patterns—but provi- 
dence, in its mercy, has fitted him with 
such upper-story emptiness that he 
buys the truck in the form of watch- 
pockets and match-holders, to exhibit 
as relics of aboriginal savage life. Only 
a few years ago, when I was making 
my small collection, I could not any- 
where find a shield, a true war-eagle 
head-dress or a spear. Now they are 
to be had by the carload in Denver. St. 
Paul, and other western cities. But, 
only think! the feathers are those of 
the turkey—the coward bird that the 
best Indians would not eat, lest its 
meat should carry out the craven qual- 
ities of the bird into their natures. The 
spears are machine made, the shields 
are wrinkled sheets of calfskin daubed 
over with scene painters’ colors, There 
are plenty of scalps today, though I 
did not come across one, except in 
private collecions, between 1889 and 
1894. The new crop is of scalp-locks 
“torn while the victims were _ still 
quivering, by the painted red fiends” 
of the dime novels, with pairs-of scis- 
sors, from horses’s tails. The ends of 
the coarse hairs have been laid in mu- 
-cilage upon pieces of chamois skin 
the size of a half-dollar. I am glad 
they ‘are such innocent curios, for the 
genuine scalps used to make me creep, 
such is my dislike for any human hair 
that has been cut and is lifeless. I do 
not know what became of the real 
scalps. Even when geneuine trap- 
pings were plentiful the places of the 
real scalps had been taken by tresses 


of horse-hair and pretty tails of mink 


and fishes and deerskin, hung from 
leather disks and beautifully framed in 
circles of colored bead work. They 
hang from my war clubs and quirts 
and tomahawk handles, and are often 
mistaken for scalps, and are far more 
ornamental.

AN OUTRAGEOLS SUGGESTION, 


The following, referring to the work 
xf the commission now in Los An- 
geles for the purpose of investigating 
the claims of San Pedro and Santa 
Monica as sites for a deep-water har- 
bor, is from a Washington correspond- 
ence in the Los Angeles Record of 
Monday: 

“The same thing may happen when 
the report is made by the commission 
selected to investigate the deep harbor 
question on the Pacific Slope. It is 
believed here that no matter what that 
report may be there is bound to be a 
big fight in Congress to try to nullify 
_it by the interests which get left, re- 
gardless of the fact that it is generally 
supposed it was appointed to settle 
finally the whole question.” 


This statement is both improbable 
and outrageous. This is the third com- 
mission of experts appointed by Con- 
gress to investigate the subject during 
the past six years. Congress has pro- 
vided that the report of this commis- 
sion shall be decisive and final, and it 
will be so. The statement above quoted 
probably emanates from that influence 
which has been steadfastly opposing 
the establishment of a deep-water har- 
bor on the coast of this county at 'the 
site recommended by several boards of 
army engineers. It is merely the ex- 
pression of a wish that is father to the 
thought, and it will avail nothing. 
The decision of the present commis- 
sion will settle the question as to the 
location of the deep-water harbor, and 
the people of Los Angelea:and South- 
ern California will accept that decision 
as final, without complaint or protest, 
whatever it may be:

It is gratifying to note in Washing- 
ton dispatches the statem@ht that Cali- 
fornia’s Congressman are preparing to 
make a concerted and systematic effort 
to secure the proper recognition of the 
products of this State in the new tariff 
bill which is to be drafted in the near 
future. Under the present law many 
of the important products of this State 
are without» adequate protection, or 
without any protection whatever. Our | 
products are as much entitled to tariff 
protection as are those of any State 
in the Union, and our Congressmen 
should see to it that they get it. 

The wool and lumber interests are 
mot peculiar to California, and will 
doubtless be looked after by Senators 
and Representatives from States other 
than our own. Still, it will be well for 
our representatives in Congress to do 
all in their power to have protective 
duties restored to these great indus- 
tries, both of which are of so much. 
importance to our people. Cattle, wine, 
citrus fruits, nuts, raisins and dried 
fruits generally, are products of Cali- 
fornia which especially need protec- 
tion. They are net sufficiently pro- 
tected by the present tariff, and this 
is one of the principal reasons for the 
depression in some of our leading in- 
gdustries during the past two years.

UTOPIAN IN PRINCIPLE, 


John R. Rogers, the incoming Popu- 
list Governor of the new State of 
Washington, is evidently a man of 
theories and isms. He has just copy- 
righted a book entitled “Free Land,” 
a pamphlet of 1200 words, in which he 
sets forth his design to have a general 
exemption of homesteads from taxa- 
tion, to the value of $2500. He claims 
that this exemption would not affect 
over 10 per cent. of the entire taxable 
property of the State and that it would 
confer benefits upon all classes of peo- 
ple. 
It is to be feared 'that Gov. Rogers, 
like other Populist pamphleteers, does 
not comprehend the fact that taxation 
is one of the penalties of civilization. 
As long as people can live in “shacks” 
and log cabins their taxes are neces- 
sarily light. By and by, the village 
changes to a town, streets have to be 
laid out and gutters and crosswalks 
built, and then come higher taxes. 
Later on the town becomes a city and 
then the taxes multiply rapidly, for 
there have to be electric lights, outfall 
sewers, paved streets, salaries of Coun- 
cilmen (and the Mayor) and the good 
Lord alone knows what else. But who 
would want to see the city go back to 
the condition of a village? 
No man conversant with the princi- 
ples of good government takes much 
stock in exemptions. Mr. Gladstone 
says “the great aim in government, 
therefore, is an isonomy of taxation, 
by which no one is made to bear more 
than his due share of its mainte- 
nance.” The farmers of Oregon’s Con- 
stitution created an exemption of $300 
worth of ‘household goods and furni- 
ture; and it is astonishing to see how 
many people in that State there are 
who have just $300 worth of property. 

The man who ts ¢altulated to become 
a useful citizen and lends his aid to- 
ward building up a prosperous and 
progressive community, fis not looking 
for any exemptions. He is willing to 
work, wants to get rich and is ready 
to help the country along by contribut- 
ing his taxes to the support of a gov- 
ernment that shall give him good 
roads, good schools and all the addi. 
tional adjuncts of a maturing civiliza- 
tion. ‘Such a man does not spend his 
time at the grocery, talking free silver 
and groaning about the tyranny of cor- 
porations. But you will find him out 
in the barn at 5 in the morning with 
a lantern in his hand, feeding his 
horses, so they will be ready to begin 
plowing at 7 o’clock. Such men are 
not bothering their heads about taxa- 
tion, to any great extent. , 

All such legislation as this is made 
in the interest of an unthrifty element 
that has been running away from ciy- 


to Ohio in 1820 and, ten years later, 
went into Southern Illinois. From 
there they straggled into Missouri and 
stayed till 1845, when they crossed 
the plhins with ox-teams in search of 
a land where there were no schools 
nor anything else that looked like “a 
white settlement.”

THE SPANISH PRETENDER. 


DON CARLOS. REPORTED TO HAVE 
RESIGNED HIS CLAIMS. 


Said to Have Come into a Fortune 
and Grown Indolent—His Sen 


Named as His Suecessor — The 
Story Meets with Denial. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

MADRID, Dec. .15.—(By Atlantic. Ca- 
ble.) A dispatch to the Imparcial’ from 
Rome says Don Carlos, the pretender 
to the throne of Spain, intends to ab- 
dicate his claims in favor of: his son, 
Don Jaime. The present Don Carlos 
is the grandson of the original preten- 
der to the Spanish throne, also named 
Don Carlos, and is called by the Span- 
is Legitimists, Charles VII of Spain. 
His grandfather was a brother of King 
Ferdinand VII of Spain. King Ferdi- 
nand was without male issue and, an- 
nulling the Salic law of the country, 
he named his eldest daughter, Isa- 
bella, as his successor, ignoring the 
claims of his brother, Carlos. The lat- 
ter raised the standard of revolt in 
Spain, but was defeated. . 

In 1845 he renounced his claims in 
favor of his eldest son, known as -Car- 
los VI. The latter was succeeded in- 
his pretensions upon his déath in 1861 
by his brother, Don Juan, and in 18638 
Don Juan renounced his claims in fa- 
vor of his own son, the present Don 
Carlos, who, it is now announced, pro- 


poses to abdicate in favor of his eldest 
son, Don Jaime. 

Don Carlos is said to have displayed 
@ waning enthusiasm during the last 
few years over the claims put forth 
in' his behalf to the throne of Spain. 
He is called indolent, and since the last 
Carlist war he has come into a fortune 
estimated at between $20,000,000 and 


‘$30,000,000 upon the death’ of his first 


wife, who was Marguerite of Bourbon, 
daughter of Charles III, Duke of 
Parma, and a niecé of the Countess’ of 
Chamourd. A campaign for the throne 
of Spain would necessarily involve the 
expenditure of & large amount of. this 
money, and would be discountenanced 


| by the court of Austria, with which 


Don Carlos desires to stand well. The 
Queen Regent of Spain was an Arch- 
duchess of Austria. 

It is said also that Don Carlos’s pres- 
ent wife,-to whom he was married in 
1894 and who was Bertha, Princess of 
Rohan, would naturally discourage any 
effort to secure the throne of Spain, 
since, if hé was to become King, the 
Castilian aristocracy would likely de- 
cline to pay homage to her as Queen on 
grounds that she was not of royal birth. 
Don Carlos is said to have been deeply 
afflicted by the elopement a few weeks 
ago of his second daughter, Princess 
Elvira, with a Roman artist, a. mar- 
ried man, named Folchi, and in. a proc- 
lamation:to his followers he disowned 

In view of the present activity of 
the Carlists in Spain and Don Carlos’s 
disinclination to lend himself to the 
plans of’ his followers, his abdication 
of his claims in favor of his eldest son, 
Don Jaime, has been predicted. The 
latter is past 26 years old and was edu- 
cated in England and Austria. By the 
express pérmission of the Czar, he is 
serving as an officer in a Russian cay- 
alry regiment, and, it is said, he has 
hopes of Russian. support. for his pre- 
tensions to the throne of Spain. He 
is described as a youth of an adven- 
turous and ambitious disposition.

CRESPO WILL, ACCEPT. 
Venezuela’s President Stands by the 
Treaty with Britain. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WILE.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Caracas, Venezuela, 
says many persons of education and 
position in the republic have begun to 
realize the importance of the protocol 
arranged between the governments of 
the United States and Great Britain for 
the settlement of the boundary dispute 
in Guiana. This statement is given on 
the authority of politicians of promi- 
nence. It may be added upon the same 
authority that President Crespo will 
not yield to any popular demand, but 
will hold firm to his purpose to accept 
the proposed Anglo-Venezuela treaty. 

Serious people, in fact, according to 
the best information, are beginning to 
understand that it might be unwise to 
reject the protocol, and they are forti- 
fied in their belief by the attitude of the 
government. The more the protocol is 
studied, politicians say, the greater be- 
comes the prospect that the sentiment 
of the people will uphold the efforts of 


‘the United States in their behalf. 


In order to foster this sentiment it is 
semi-officially announced that states- 
men of prominénce will publish articles 
on the protocol and the proposed treaty 
emphasizing their efficacy in the deter- 


‘| mination of the question and the advis- 


ability of acquiescing in the terms.

The Reform Street Car Rail. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 15, 1896.—(To 
the Editor of The Times:) Your edito- 
rial entitled “Sensible Street Car Rail,” 
deserves more than passing attention. 
The street rails in use in most of the 
cities of the United States would not 
be tolerated in any European city. 
They are particularly out of place in a 
street. paved with asphalt.

Mr. E. Chambers, G. F. A., Los Angeles, 
Cal.—Gentlemen: In pursuance with the 
policy we have already talked about, of 
assisting in every way we consistently 
can in locating new enterprises and at 
the same time fostering industries al- 
ready located on our line of road, we 
have established an Industrial Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. James A. Davis has been placed 
in charge of this department with the 
title of Industrial Commissioner, with 
headquarters at Chicago. 

This department will, 80 far as it 
seems compatible with propriety, take 
a paternal interest in the development 
of the towns and territory served by 
our company, and it will respon 
promptly to all calls for coiperation 
in the establishment of factories, loca- 
tion of mills and the development of 
any and all resources that may be dis- 
covered. 

It will endeavor, where necessary, to 
Place produce in touch. with markets, 
and in a general way it will undertake 
to bring about improved conditions all 
over our system. 

It will not attempt to boom any one 
town as against another; in fact, it 
will not in any way favor booms, but 
will proceed on the theory that a solid, 
contiuous growth is better than a 
boom, and its efforts will be in that 
direction, 

It will not take any financial interest 
in proposed industries, as it will have 
no money to invest nor cash to con- 
tribute. 

The industrial department will not 
assist in the location of creamerieés 
where there are no cows, nor rolling 
mills in a country without either iron 
ore, fuel or coke, nor in any way will 
it knowingly lénd its support to a prop- 
osition that seems wrong, either geo- 
graphically, commercially or finan- 
cially. 

Manufactories that consume native 
raw materials will be encouraged. For 
example, in the corn belt there does 
not appear to be any reason why hom- 
iny mills, glucose, syrup, sugar and 
starch factories; if properly managed, 
should not thrive. 

These factories should all begin in a 
small way. The capital invested should 
not all be put into working plants. It 
takes money to operate a factory after 
it is built, and the primary essential is 
Nothing succeeds 
with poor management. 

I write you quite at length on this 
subject, because it seems very impor- 
tant to me that everybody along our 
line ought to know how we feel- about 
this matter. We want to be in touch 
with the people we serve, and we want 
them to know that we appreciate that 
anything we do toward building up and 
enriching the towns and country we 
traverse builds up and enriches this 
company.

756 for the corresponding week of last 
year. 


AFRICAN GOLD OU@PUT. A re- 
port ef the Johannesburg Chamber of 
Mines gives the following official fig- 
ures of the gold output of the Rand 


mines since the year 1892: . For 
1892, 1,210,867 ounces; 1893, 1.478,- 
473; 1894, 2,024,159; 1895, 2,277,635. 
For the first nine months, or the 


present year the total number of ounces 
reported is 1,674,35. 

These figures show that in four years, 
beginning with 1892, the gold output of 
the Rand mines nearly doubled, the in- 
crease being from 1,210,867 ounces’ in 
1892 to 2,277,635 ounces in 1895. For the 
nine months of the present year the 
production is over 37,000 ounces short 
of that for the corresponding nine 
months of last year. 


UNITED STATES COINAGE. The 
report of the director of the United 
States Mint for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1896, shows that the coinage 
executed at the United States mints 
during the year amounted to $71,189,528, 
of which $58,878,490 was gold coin, the 
balance silverand minor coins. The total 
coinage of gold and silver by the vari- 
ous countries of the world is reported 
as: Gold, $231,087,438: silver, $121,610,219., 

The report also furnishes some inter- 
esting firures in regard to the world’s 
total metallic stock and uncovered pa- 
per. The amounts given are as fellows: 


Full legal-téader silver .......... 3,616, 700,000 
Limited-tender silver ........... 620,200,000 
Total metallic stock ......... wa 8. 380, 600,000 


These figures show that the amount 
of metallic money in the world is nearly 
three and one-half times greater than 
the amount of uncovered paper money, 
While at the same time it shows that 
the total amount of silver money in use 
is slightly greater than the = total 
amount of gold money. It is not ap- 
parent that silver is being 
against. 


COMMERCIAL. 

“TOMATO PACK. Regarding the pack 
of three-pound tomatoes the Los An- 
geles Commercial Bulletin prints the 
following: 

“The pack of three-pound tomatoes 
in 1896. is reported the lowest for six 
years, and over two-thirds of the east- 
ern pack is said to have been already 
sold without reaching an amount equal 
to one-third of the usual grocery dis- 
tribution. The pack of 1896 is estimated 
at 2,690,000 cases, against 3,844,780 cases 
in 1895, 6,686,979 cases in 1894; 4,635,183 
eases in 1893, 3,312,778 cases in 1892, 


2,405,365 cases in 1891 and 3,166,177 cases 
in 1890. 


CALIFORNIA PEARS. Some days 
ago there was published in this column 
the substance of an article which ap- 
peared in an eastern’ trade journal 
to the effect that California pears were 
being shipped in large quantities to 
Europe for champagne-making pur- 
poses. The London Daily Telegraph in 
its issue of November 9 sheds some fur- 
ther light on these pear shipments, say- 
ing: “California is now sending quan- 
tities of remarkably fine pears, and the 
supply is not only beng kept up but will 
be more fully developed.”” From this 
paragraph it may be assumed that Cal- 
ifornia pears are in demand in London 
for eating purposes, and that they can 
be landed there in such good condition 
and at so camparatively low a price 
that they have the preference over 
pears brought from France and other 
European countries where pears are 
grown. 


EXPORTS OF PAPER. During the 
first nine months of the present year 
the United States exported paper to the 
value of $2,107,000, an increase of $386,- 
000 over «the corfesponding period of 
last year. 


RUSSIAN WHEAT IN INDIA. Ac- 
cording to the London Daily Financial 
NeWs the offer of Russian wheat to 
help the starving ryots in India was 


purely a business matter and entirely ’ 


devoid of sentiment. It says: 

“Russias offers to help the famish- 
ing aga ef India are now confessed 
to be far from disinterested. Russian 
farrners have long been holding their 
wheat for higher prices, and they see in 
the needs of India an opportunity for 
selling their surplus grain at a reason- 
able profit. There is no need to scorn 
their assistance because it is offered 
with an eye to business. If the Indian 
government can contract with Russia 
to get all the wheat it wants at a fixed 
price, the Ifkelihood of a big speculative 
advance, based on India’s assumed 
needs, may be discounted and produc- 
ers throughout the world will not be in- 
duced by high prices to increase the 
acreage under wheat—a process that 
would ultimately lead to over-supply 
and a sharp fall in quotations. This 
long-headed view of the Russians 
should commend itself to general ac- 
ceptance, and we would rather see India 
supplied from Russia than left to the 
mercies of sneculators who have fore- 
Stalled the markets elsewhere in view® 
of Indian

NOVEMBER FAILURES. In an 
article on the failures in the United 
States during last month .Dun’s Review 
Says they show a gratifying reduction 
when compared with those for the pre- 
ceding month (October.) ‘They are 
also,”’ it says, ‘“‘especially important as 
showing that the peculiar disturbance 
during the Presidential campaign 
which swelled failures $36,000,000 in 
August and September, did not prevent 
quick return to a monthly aggregate 
scarcely greater than that of May. De-

last year, the in¢rease being only $14,- 
000,000 outside of those two months, and 
this remaining increase of only 10 per 
cent. was also in part due to the alarm 
during the campaign.

The impression in financial 
circles is that the Cuban resolutions will be 
buried in committee, but nevertheless leading 
interests on the bull side do not display the 
courage of their alleged convictions, and the 
narrowness of the market enables the room- 
traders to work with comparative safety 
against prices... Some of the fluctuations in 
the low-priced shares were extreme. Sugar 
led the entire market in point of activity and 
was dealt in ‘‘ex’’ the dividend of 3 per cent. 
London sold moderate amounts of principal 
shares and contributed to the depression in 
early prices. The weakness in the general 
list was most pronounced in the late session. 
Increased offerings of Union Pacific followed 
the publication of the October statements 
showing a decrease of $89,155 in net earnings. 
The closing was weak at general fractional 
declines in the railway shares and more ma- 
terial losses in the Industrials. Railway bonds 
continued to sag under decreasing sales. The 
dealings aggregated $1,431,000. Government 
bonds were guiet and irregular with an easier 
tendency.
